U. 8S. FOOD ADMINISTRATION 

Women's societies and social clubs 
who meke it a practice to serve re- 
freshments during afternoons or 
evenings, and particularly those who 
have been in the habit of serving 
ice cream, are expected by the United 
States food administration to desist 
from such practice. This is an au- 
thorized statement’ by George A. 
Prescott, federal food administrator 
for Michigan. Mr. Prescott stated 
emphatically today that the food ad- 
ministration is unalterably opposed 
to any deviation from a strict three 
meals per day program, and will 
consider unpatriotic and un-Ameri- 
can any departure therefrom. He 
says the consumer of ice-cream’ 
“which is a rich concentrated food, 
full of sugar” at any between-meal 
period, is a food slacker. 

“Between meal eating, no matter 
what, when or where, is altogether 
inconsistent with the United States 
food reguiations. People are ex- 
pected to eat enough of wholesome 
food at meal-time to last them untii 
the next meal, and particularly with- 
out any midnight indulgence. We 
have not yet reached a point where 
we are ready to shut off altogether 
the manufacture or consumption of 
icecream, but we must insist that it 
be given its proper valuation as a 
food, and as such, conserve the 
same as other staples must be con- 
served, if we are to maintain an 
adequate supply of nourishing food, 
Mr. Prescott says.

SUGAR SHORTAGE HITS NATION 


Food Administration Cuts Allowance te 
Three Pounds a Month Per Person. 


Washington—Drastic restrictions or 
sugar consumption were announced by 
the food administration Saturday 
night. They include: 

Reduction of home ‘consumption tc 
three pounds a person a month. 

Reduction of less essential manufac 
tured products, including sweet drinks 
to 50 per cent of their normal sugar 
requirements. 3 

Cutting of ice cream manufacturers 
to 75 per cent of their normal amount 
of sugar. 

Food administration officials aré 
working on details of a ration card 
by which they will enforce the three 
pounds-a-month rule. 

This scheme follows a serious re 
duction in the available sugar supply 
for the United States and the allies 
Shipping shortage, destruction of ove! 
200 French sugar factories and losses 
of thousands of acres of French an¢ 
Italian beet sugar lands combined tc 
create the scarcity.

“Paine June 10, all veterans of 
the Civil war in the country will re- 
ceive a substantial increase in pen- 
sion. The act passed by the house of 
representatives June 6 has been 
concurred in by senate and signed. by 
the president. 

The bill provides that any person 
who served ninety days or more in 
the military or naval service of the 
United States dur ing the Civil War 
now-on the roll, or hereafter to be 
placed on the pension roll, and entit- 
led to receive a less rate than herein- 
after provided, shall be $30 per 
month.

Last Saturday night the people of 
this community were privileged to 
listen to some real stories and truths 
eminating from front line trenches 
It had been advertised that Lieut. 
Ainsworth of the Brit ish army was 
to give a talk and the school house 
auditorium was packed with people 

Humorous Side of the War. 

There was also present Lieut. Col- 
len of ths Australian army and J. L. 
Thompson state chairman of the War 
Savings committe. Lieut. Collen told 
a few funny stories about some of the 
soldiers while at the front and in ac- 
tion, portraying the humorous side of 
war. His company left Australia in 
1914 and went to Egypt where they 
went into intensive tr ining at the 
Pyramids. Their first active service 
was at the Dardinells. 

Saw Worst and Best of War. 

Lieut. Ainsworth told his story of 
two years of active service, beginning 
at a time when their armies weré 
poorly equipped and almost without 
almost without ammunition, but six 
rounds being allowed each battery 
per week, while they faced the fin- 
est fighting machine in the world. 
He said they h d to stay at the firing 
line and “take everything that came 
along.” He told of some of the mis- 
takes of the early days and of the 
valor of the men who were the only 
line of defense holding back the au- 
trocious Huns. 

Things are different now, said the 
Lieutenant, and our armies are giving 
the enemy shot for shot and wl some 
day be driving them to defeat. He 
made a strong appeal to the audience 
to back up the army with their money 
and t‘eir labor, and it seems that no 
one who heard him can refrain frov1 
doing their duty by qledging every 
dollar they can for war savings cer- 
tificates. 

Must Raise 70 Million Dollars 

Seventy million dollars to raise by 
June 28 is the job doled out to J. L. 
Thompson, state chairman of the 
War Savings committee. He got 
busy and told the people what was 
expected | of them by the treasury 
department. He said that the money 
must be raised and that if the people 
would not loan the government the 
money theywould have to get it by 
taxation.

Austrians in Wild Panic On Western 
Bank of Plave River When 
Food Supply Was 
Cut Off. 


Rome—“Come on, Americans; we 
have them on the run.” 

This was the message sent out from 
here Sunday night, following a cele 
bration over the overwhelming success 
of the sons of Italy. Earlier in the 
day the populace went fairly wild over 
reports that Italian forces had dis- 
tinguished themselves in frustrating 
the foe in an attempt to take Mount 
Bligny, southwest of Rheims. - 


Austrians Overwhelmed. 


From Montello to the sea the Aus- 
trians, overwhelmed, are retreating in, 
disorder. 

The Rome war office thus sent out 
Sunday night the news of utter de- 
bacle of the Austrian attempt to reach 
the Venetian plains of Italy by cross- 
ing the Piave river. 

The retreat is on a front of almost 
60 miles and from the confusion which 
reigns in the cnemy’s ranks the losses 
have been large. The Piave has been 
swollen beyond all semblance of its 
former self during the last week and 
the hastily constructed bridges of the 
enemy over which he feared to bring 
his artillery have been washed aWay. 

Information at hand does not record 
how many bridges the Austrians main- 
tained across the river. Vienna ad- 
mitted Sunday communication between 
forces on one shore and those on the 
other had been impossible for hours 
and the admission spelled the jinevita-

Austrians in Panic. 


Austrians who had succeeded in the 
initial rush in reaching the western 
bank of the river were thrown into 
panic when they saw their lines of 
communication and their food supplies 
cut off. The food had been brought 
by aeroplanes and the Allied aviators, 
including Americans, concentrated suc- 
cessfully in cutting the line. 

Panic, at first small, soon became 
general when the Italian pressure on 
the Montello and all the way along 
the ljne to the Adriatic sea slowly 
but surely turned into victory. Before 
the retreat the Austrians were whip- 
ped and whipped well and the defeated 
and overwhelmed attackers, or rather 
defenders of small, slices of terrain, 
broke and rushed back across the riv- 
er as best they could. Many are be- 
lieved to have been drowned in the 
precipitous attempt to reach safety. Al- 
ready the enemy casualties were estt- 
mated at 180,000.

Bolshevik Troops Defeated. 


Harbin, Manchuria--The Chines 
have compelled the withdrawal of the 
Russian general Orloff's troops on the

It is estimated that the total force 
of the Bolsheviki at Nikolik is be- 
tween 2,500 and 3,000 Red Guards, in- 
cluding Czech deserters and German 
prisoners armed with field and, ma- 
chine guns. 

A belated story of the fighting of 
the Czecho-Slavs and the Red Guard 
at Irkutsk early in June has reached 
here. A trainload of Czechs, armed 
with rifies and hand grenades, arrived 
in Irkutsk. It was immediately sur- 
rounded by 200 members of the Red 
Guard, who gave the Czechs 15 min-| 
utes to surrender. ° 

Before the expiration of the time the 
train was fired on with machine guns 
from the windows of the station and 
15 men were killed and 50 wounded. 

The Czechs then charged with hand 
grenades and disarmed the Bolshevikti, 
capturing six machine guns and 200 
rifles. The Soviet governfhent sent 
reinforcements of 600 Red Guards and 
more machine guna and also armored 
cars, which the Czechs defeated and 
captured,

Austria's Great Offensive 
North Italy Proves to Be 
an Utter Failure.

STOPPED WITH HUGE LOSSES 


Revolt Spreading Fast in the Dual 
Kingdom—Powerful German At 
tack on Reims Completely 
Repulsed—-Draft Age Lim- 

It to Be Extended. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 
Austria's record of never winning 
when she goes into battle unalded by 
the Germans was magnificently sus- 
tained last week. Starting the long 
heralded offensive with nearly all the 
forces at his command, Field Marshal 
von Borevic made a desperate effort 
to force his way across the Plave and 
down {nto the Venetian plains, with 
Treviso, Bassano and then Verona as 
his objectives. His men were given 
postcard maps with the route and 
schedule marked, and were’ urged to 
do their utmost in order that they 
might get the plentiful food in the 
“promised land.” Approximately a 
million Austrian soldiers assailed the 
Italian lines from Asiago to the AdrI- 
atic,.3byt King Victor Emmanuel's 
splendid army was everywhere ready 
jto meet them. At the western or 
mountain end the enemy made no 
progress at all, being mowed down 
in masses that fairly blocked the road- 
Ways and passes. Al] attacks on the 
Asiago plateau,.which is of great im- 
portance because of its easy ap- 
proaches from the Austrian side, 
were beaten off by the British under 
Lord Cavan, and the enemy's attempts 
‘én Monte Grappa were io more suc- 
cessful. It was between these points, 
down the Brenta and Freuzela val- 
leys, that the Austrians hoped to push 
the west point of a pliacer’s move- 
ment that should flank Treviso und 

the entire line to the coast. 

The high land at Montello was the 
scene of most sanguinary fighting and 
the enemy made some headway there 
for a day or two, but gained little save 
a shocking casualty list. Further 

- east, at various points, the Austrians 
were, able to force crossings of the 
Piave by means of bridges construct- 
ed under cover of gas and smoke 
shelling, but after getting across the 
troops found themselves in traps 
from which they could not escape 
with their lives, for the hatterles of 
the allies on the higher ground had 
them at their mercy. Only neur the 
extreme eastern end of the line, he- 
tween the Zenson loop and the Adria- 
atic, did Borevie’s forces achieve any- 
thing that resembled success. There 
they pushed, far enough south of the 
Piave to reach’ the Fossalta canal, 
and Vienna clatmed this was crossed.

‘from Venice, but the resistance of the 
Italians was so determined that no 
anxiety was felt for that city’s safety.

government. The bill carries a total 
of. $5,425,096,224, the principal expen- 
ditures being for heavy ‘artillery. 
Based on the American army of 3,- 
000,000 men, the plans which the meas- 
ure supports have been approved by 
the inter-allied war council through 
General Pershing, it was stated by 
Representative Borland, of Missoul, 
chairman of the sub-committee which 


framed the bill. While the program 


provides for home defenses from 
Rossiblé German air raids and for 
coast defense, the chief concern is 
for the production of field artillery. 
The total appropriation for heavy guns 
is $1,229,731,295. 

The report shows that the new gov- 
ernment plant for production of heavy 
artillery at Neville island, in the Ohio 
river, near Pittsburg, is to equal the 
famous Krupp plant in Germany. For 
the Neville island plant $40,000,000 is 
appropriated. 

Manufacture of heavy pieces wil) be 
carried on aiso at plants of the Bethle- 
hem and Midvale stee} companies, the 
report discloses. Because of the 
length of time required for building 
large guns, the government is not yet 
giving extensive concern to manufac- 
ture of the projectiles although ma- 
chinery has been or is being establish- 
ed by which ammunition can be sup- 
plied in short order.

WHEAT 


A Kernel of wheat has three parts: 


1. THE OUTER COVERING, or bran, made up of several layers, 
from which is obtained the bran, shorts and middlings. This is rich 
in important mineral galts, but is largely cellulose, 


— 2, THE GERM, the small part of the seed from which the new 
oa plant develops. This is where the greatest amount of fat is stored. 


1 . 3. THE ENDOSPERM, the largest part of the kernel. It contains 
} nourishment used by the plant as it begins to develop. This ts mostly 
starch with protein and some mineral salts and a little fat. 


GRAHAM FLOUR is made from the entire wheat kernel without re- 
moving any part. This process gives a dark flour. 


WHOLE WHEAT FLOUR is made from the wheat kernel with only 
4 a@ small portion of the coarsest bran removed. This also gives a dark 
flour. 


WHITE FLOUR ts made of wheat by a procese of grinding and sift- 
ing, which removes the outer covering aud germ. ‘The resultant flour 
“permits of longer storage than flours from which the outer covering 
and germ are not removed. 


The terms “Graham” and “Whole Wheat” flour are often used in- 
terchangeably. Graham flour as now milled under the rules of the 
United States Food: Administration contains 74 per cent white flour 
and 26 per cent of bran, shorts and middlings. 

The white flour pow on sale ig what is known as “100 per cent mill- 
ing of 74 per cent extraction,” that is, 74 per cent of the wheat kernel 
ia extracted and such extraction is then all used to make flour. This 
flour contains most of the endosperm and practically none of either 
the outer covering or the germ. Thus 74 per cent of the wheat ker- 
nel is made into a straight flour, which is the standard grade of the 
Food Administration. 


Before.the war, in some cases, white four was made by a 70 per cent 
milling of a 70 per cent extraction, that is, 70 per cent of the wheat 
kernel was extracted and was then milled so that only 70 per cent of 
such extraction was left for what is known as a “patent flour.” A 
“patent flour” represents the whitest portion of the endosperm milled 
to an even and extreme fineness, By that process only about 49 
per cent of the wheat kernel was made into the particular kind of 
patent flour desired. The balance of the 70 per cent extraction of the 
wheat kernel was used to make lower grades of flour, the brans, shorts 
and middlings.

Small pieces of any vegetable 
that happens to be left over may be 
added, celery, onion, beans, etc. Many 
will Ifke the addition of a little rica 
or cold cooked macaroni. Croutons or 
toasted bread. cubes are. good sub- 
stitutes for crackers and often more 
convenfent.: The Hquor in which the 
meat was cooked may always be sub- 
stituted for meat and water. 


USE GRAVIES. 


Any meat left over or meat liquor 
may be made into a gravy. Grind or 
chop the meat, add water, and cook.

Small pieces of ham or bacon are an 
addition to a dish of escalloped pota- 
ves. Put the meat in the bottom of 
the dish or on top of the potatoes. A 
slice of bacon laid on a salmon loaf 
and baked. with it makes an appetiz- 
ing dish. 


‘Use Bread Crumbs, Etc., With, Meat. 


Use bread, cracker crumbs, cooked 
oatmeal, cornmeal, cracked wheat and 
hominy with meats that are left over. 
By such additions you give your family 
@ wholesome and comparatively. inex- 
pensive dish, at the same time satisfy- 
ing their craving for the flavor of 
meat. :

Alfalfa in New Zealand. 

The raising of lucerne or alfalfa in 
New Zealand is recetving much atten- 
tion of late, and the different varte- 
ties are betng tested, with the result 
that there was cut during 1017 three 
crops of Turkestan lucerne with a 
total of 6 1-5 long tons per acre of the 
green lucerne, weighing shartly after 
cutting 114% tons of Peruvian per acre, 
32% tons of Poitou, 114% tons of Rus- 
sian, 12 tons of Spanish, 12 1-3. tons 
of Hungarian, 14 tons of Patagonian. 
and 14% tons of Marlborough lucerne. 


‘Tt is estimated that the Patagonian and | 


Marlborough lucerne, when converted 
into hay, would give an approximate 
yleld of 374 tons each, which at $19.46 
per ton gives a tot&l value of $68.14 
per acre.

Etders—-Others Make Fine 
Records. 


From Boys’ and Girts’ Club Depart- 
ment, Michigan Agricultural Col- 
lege. . , 
Eust Lansing, Mich.—“Profit from 

one acre of corn, $183.03!" 

“Profit from one acre of beans, 

$158.40" 

“Profit from farm flock of hens, 
$276.55 1” 

How do these strike you, Mr. Farm- 
er, #8 examples of efficiency in food 
production? No, they are not {mag- 
inary figures—they ore a summary of 
real reports from real boys and girls 
who have been awarded the crop and 
garden championships of Michigan. 
The selection of the winners was made 
by the boys’ and girls’ club depart- 
ment of the college from among the 
30,000 young. people who during 1917 
were members of boys’ and girls’ 
clubs in every part of the state. 

When Michigan undertook to do its 
bit in 1917 toward helping keep the 
boys in khaki well supplied with food, 
the boys’ and girls’ club department 
of M. A. C. called on the young peo- 
ple of the state to enlist. These young 
people, between the ages of ten and 
eighteen yeurs, were formed into gar- 
dening clubs, poultry clubs, corn- 
growing clubs, bean-grawlng clubs, and 
a number of other producing organ- 
izations. 

The most efficient producers from 
among all these—and there were 
in the neighborhood of 30,000—have 
been selected as the all-state cham- 
pions, 

The coveted ribbons for corn grow- 
ing were awarded to Warold Ray 
Coffman, seventeen, of St. Johns, in 
Calhoun county. Glenn Widby, six- 
teen, of Delton, won second place. 
The championship in bean producing 
was’ won by Glenn Aldrich, thirteen, 
of Big Rapids, and first place among 
the gardeners was won by Frederic 
Kibhee, sixteen, of Coldwater. A girl, 
Miss Ruth Coller, sixteen. of Ceresco, 
was best among the members of the 
poultry ehubs, and Miss Bertha Col- 
lier, fifteen, of Buttle Creek. was se- 
lected for first place among the mem- 
bers of the garment making clubs. 

And here let it be said that it was 
abWity, and not Tuck, which enabled 
the champions to win as they did. 

Take the case of Harold Coffman, 
the boy wha won the corn prize. | He 
harvested 83 hushels of shelled corn 
of an acre of Jand. From this he 
realized a net profit of $183.03, he- 
enuse much of his eorn was of such 
good quality that he was able to dis- 
pose of most of it at seed-corn prices. 

Harold's account of the methods he 
pursued ta achieve these results might 
well be followed hy many of his eld- 
ers within the state. 

“I tested my corn hy the individual 
ear method,” he said, “and then I 
plowed the field early in the spring 
and allowed the stock to run on it un- 
{il a week before T planted the corn, 


‘This firmed the soil so that there were 


no air spaces In {t. Then T planted 
my corn, and it came up in about two 
weeks. I kept the ground well culti- 
vated until the tassels began to ap- 
pear. 

“My corn was caught by the frost 
on October 6, but it was nearly ripe 
by this time. T went through and se- 
fected the seed’ corn and began harvest- 
ing on October 15 and finished on Oc- 
toher 30, 

"The hest method of curing the 
seed corn, I found, was to hang the 
ears, Without touching, in an upstairs 
caom, with the windows wide open, 

‘If Thad to ralse my acres of corn 
ower.ngain J could cut the cost of 
oroduction and could also dry more 
secd corn. I believe,that If every boy 
on‘a farm was given a chance to take 
part In club work and have something 
af his own there would be fewer boys 
‘enving the farm to go to the city.” 

Glenn Widby of Delton, the boy who 
won second place among the corn 
slubs, did almost as well us his’ St. 
rival. Glenn haryested 88.7 
ousheis, but he was nof able to make 
quite ns much profit. His net returns 
trom his acre were $98.95, 

Glenn Aldrich of Big Rapids, the 
hoy who made out better with his 
Seuns than any of the hundreds of 
others who took up bean growing, 
narvested n crop of 12 bushels from a 
stot of ground about nine-tenths of an 
yere tn extent. He was able to sell 
bis crop for seed at $15 a bushel.

Wider Use. 

By DR. G, H, COONS, ¢ 
Plant Pathologist: Michigan Agricul.

Enst Lansing, Mieh.—“Commercial 
bordeaux epst ne $400 in one year on 
my potato crop,” said a famous potate 
grawer of. Van Buren county the other 
day., “It cost me all the extra yleld 
avhich comes from the stimulation of 
the crop hy the old-fashioned bordeaus 
inixture, and I hud poor disease con- 
trol besides. Never again for me.” 

This statement gives a practical 
man's experience with a thing which 
test after test at experiment stations 


re) 


has proved conclusively—namely that 
no patent bordeaux, ready mixed for 
the farmer to use, has the potency of 
the home-made article which the farm- 
er can prepare for Ailmself in a jiffy. 

Home-made bordeaux is made by 
making a 2 per cent bluestone. solu- 
tion and a 2 per-cent lime solution 
and then mixing them. The direc- 
tions tell the farmer to take four 
pounds of bluestone and after dissolv- 
ing this In a pail of hot water to pour 
it into 25 gallons of water. Similarly 
four pounds of Hime are mixed in a 
little water, and then stirred into 25 
gallons of water. Equal parts of 
these two solutions are then mixed— 
usually hy letting them run in equal 
amounts from the barrels into the 
spray tank. Mixing must be thorough 
if the best kind of a mixture is to be 
made, 

The wrong way tq make bordeaux 
is to put the lime and biuestone to- 
gether and then add the water. This 
gives a curdly, heavy precipitate that 
settles out quickly and has little 
spreading or sticking quality. Lime 
and bluestone internet chemically and 
the fine precipitate can only come 
when dilute solutions mix. 

Here, then, is one place where some 
commercin] mixtures fail, They have 
the bluestone and lime mixed togeth- 
er and the two chemicals come to- 
gether in the concentrated state. Oth- 
er commercial bordeaux mixtures are 
made by mixing strong bluestone so- 
lutions and strong lime (or soda) so- 
lutions together and the precipitate 
from this combination ts dried. It fs 
impossible to wet up such a dried pre- 
eipitate and get a product compara- 
ble ta the home-niade article. 

Then, teo, the manufacturer makes 
his profit by lessening the amount of 
copper sulphate in the commercial 
borderux, 

Analysis by the experiment station 
chemist shows that the standard 
brands of commercial bordeaux mix- 
ture carry from one-fourth to one- 
tenth the copper of the home-made 
mixture. 

Since it is the copper that kis the 
parasitic fungi-and it is the copper 
that stimulates the potato leaves, it 
is clear why the commercial bordeaux 
fails to produce the results, 


Made Poultry Pay. 

Mfss Ruth Coller of Ceresco was 
most successful among the beys and 
girls who undertook to help with poul- 
try. During the year, she raised 246 
chickens with a total net profit to her- 
self of $276.55. Her total income for 
the year was $8923,58. In addithloo to 
the state prize, Ruth also won two 
county prizes, 

A Coldwater bor, Frederic Kibbee, 
demonstrated himself ta be the best 
gardener amaeng the members of Mich- 
igan’s muny soldiers of the soll. In 
the spring he started out with a plot 
of ground three-quarters of an acre in 
area, and from this he secured garden 
crops which he was abje to sell for 
S190, His expenses for the summer 
were $77, making his profit $113. 

“My two big crops,” ne wrote. “were 
pens and radishes, 25 bushels of the 
former and ever 9OO bunches of the 
latter. Thesvalue of the peas was 
over $48 and that of the radishes over 
833. These two crops alone more than 
covered the cost of my project. « 

“I feel that I have accomplished 
something this yenr, but I am not sat- 
isfied with the resuits. Next year I 
am going to specialize more, and 
peas for one thing are gaing to be my 
big crop. I had no trouble disposing 
of this much-in-demand vegetable and 
intend to ralse at least 100 bushels 
next year (1918.)"

Washington—A second national lot: 
tery, to determine the order numbere 
of the 744,865 men enrolled last June 
6 under the selecive service law, will 
be held ‘here this week. The date has 
not been definitely determined, but 
the drawing probably will be Thursday 
or Friday, depending upon the time 
the final complete reports are received 
trom distfict boards. 

The procedure to be followed, it 
was stated officially Monday, will be 
similar to that of last year, when 
nearly 10,000,000 men were given their 
relatives places In the draft. 

The same howl will be psed with 
capsules containing numbers up to 
the largest number of registrants in 
any district in the country. 

Last year 10,500 capsules were pro- 
vided, but the number this year will 
be much smaller, and it is expected

SUGAR SHORTAGE HITS NATION 


Food Administration Cuts Allowance to 
Three Pounds a Month Per Person. 


Washington—Drastie restrictions on 
sugar consumption were announced by 
che food administration 
aight. They include: 

Reduction of home consumption to 
three pounds a person a month, 


Reduction of less essential manufac: | 


‘ured products, including sweet drinks, 
co 50 per cent of their normal sugar 
requirements. 

Cutting of ice cream manufacturers 
:o 75 per cent of thelr-normal amount 
of sugar. 

Food administration officials are 
working on details of a ration card 
oy which they will enforce the three- 
dounds-a-month rule. 

This scheme follows a serious re- 
juction in the available sugar supply 
for the United States and the allies. 
Shipping shortage, destruction of over 
200 French sugar factories and losses 
of thousands of acres of French and 
Italian beet sugar lands combined to 
ereate the scarcity. 


LEAGUE ASKS FEDERAL TROOP 


Minnesota Non-Partisans Wante Sol- 
diers to Prevent Their Deportations. 


" St. Paul—Officials of the national 
Non-partisan league, a political organ- 
ization of 200,000 farmers in 16 states, 
will ask Washington for federal troops 
to prevent deportation of members of 
the organization from at least one 
county In Minnesota, according to offi- 
sials of the league. 

Three hundred and eighty-two 
known members of the league in Rock 
sounty, this state, were ordered to reg- 
ster with county authorities and re 
1ounce their league connections. Un- 
ess they did this, it was said in the 
order posted, the farmers and their 
‘amilies would be deported from the 
state and their property would be 
selzed. 


FIRST MILLION TONS JUNE 30 


Vessels Being Turned Out At the Rate 
of One a Day, 


Washington—The first million tons 
of shipping turned out since January 
1 to cope with the U-boats will be real- 
iz by the end of June, shipping. board 
officials said Monday afternoon. 

During the first three weeks of the 
present month, vessels were delivered 
at the rate of one a day, having a total 
tonnage of 126,922, and bringing the 
grand total for 1918 up to 924,200 
deadweight tons. 

Japan has delivered to the United 
States the steamer Eastern Sun, firat 
of a fleet of 45 vessels contracted for 
by the government.

ers," written 2,200 years ago by the 
Theban scribe Ennana, Mbrarian of the 
palace of King Menepthah, the sup- 
posed Pharaoh of the Exodus, The 
itale, it appears, was written for the 
enterlainmenut of the crown prince, 
who subsequently reigned as Seti I.
